London, August 6.—By an over- 
whelming majority the government 
this evening jammed through the 
Irish coercion bill, designed to re- 
store ofder in Ireland. Lengthy de- 
bates preceded the voting in the 
house of commons, but lacking;the 
presence of Premier Lloyd-George 
and Herbert .H:, Asquith, they did 
not stir the interest which attached 
to yesterday's discussion and were 
far less acrimonious. 

A notable exception was a fu- 
rious outburst by Joseph Devlin, 
nationalist ymber from, Belfast, 
who defied the authority of the 
house to bring him to order and 
precipitated an exciting scene, as a 
result of which he was suspended. 
He stalked out, followed by all the 
other Irish members and almost 
the entire labor representation. 

Flood of Invective. 

For a time it seemed as if there 
was no way for suppressing: Mr. 
Devlin except removing him bodily. 
He unloosed ‘a flood of invective 
against the bill demanding that Mr. 
Lioyd-George be summoned to 
“share responsibility for this iniqui- 
tious measure,” and vehemently as- 
serted the reason the premier was 
absent was that he might “concoct 
another war with Russia. 

From the government ° benches 
cries of “order! order!” arose 
with admonitions to respect the 
house... 

Mr. Devlin shouted {1 reply “TI 
have no respect for the house of 
commons; I despise it!” 

Bedlam then broke éut, when the 
chairman called on the sergeant-at- 
himself heard he severely admon- 
ished Mr. Devlin, threatening to ex- 
pel him from the chamber if he con- 
tinued to ignore the authority of 
the chair. Devlin’ who had now 
worked himself up to a high pitch, 
continued defiant, whereupon the 
chairman called on the sergeant-at 
arms to remove him. He refused 
to budge and the chairman found it 
necessary to summon the speaker, 
who was absent as the house was 
sitting in eommittee. 

The sergeant-at-arms Placed a 
h: formidable looking mace on 
the chairman's table. The galleries 
in which there were numerous 
American tourists, anticipated rough 
n@ tumble developments. fa 
» “Bring on the army of occupa. 
on,” shouted Mr. Deviin, but’ he 
Imed down when the speaker, im- 
pressive in wig and gown entered 
the chamber and with dignity seat- 
ed himself on the dais, He was 
acquainted with Mr. Devlin’s con- 
duct and put a motion to the house 
to suspend him. 

Teok Sentence Galmly. 

Devlin appeared to take the sen- 
tence philosophically and when the 
vote on the motion to exclude him 
was amtrounced he walked out rap- 
idly before the speaker coulda con- 
clude the request that he leave. 
The ensuing exodus of Irish mem- 
bers and labor champions ‘le‘ nly 
a handful of liberals to co~‘inue 
the fight’ on the bill and there/was 
no further excitement until appli- 
cation of closure met with angry 
showts of “~-agged.” 

The only interesting point of the 
debate was an ineffectual attempt 
to induce the government to limit 
operation of the act to one year,

SOVIET RUSSIA USING 
MUNITIONS OF ALLIES 
IN DRIVE AT POLAND 


Washington, August 9%.—So- 
viet Russia is in possession of 
sufficient munitions to carry on 
for five years warfare on the 
scale of that now being con- 
ducted against Poland, accord- 
ing to estimates made here to- 
day by military authorities. ° 
Practically all of the stocks on 
hand are from supplies furnished | 
by the allied governments to the | 
Sld Russian regime during ths 
world war. 

Inadequate transportation fa- 
cilities and the long distance be- ~ 
tween the munitions depots in 
Russia were regarded by army 
officials here as offsetting in 
part the full military value of 
these abundant munitions re- 
serves. 


. London, August 6.—(By the Asso- 

ciated Press.)—The Polish crisis is 
still grave, but as a result of to- 
day’s -developments it is regarded 
as being easier. There has been 
no rupture in the negotiations with 
the Russian delegation. Much, it is 
now held, will depend on the atti- 
tude of France. ‘ 

It has been decided that Premier 
Lloyd-George, who will be accom- 
panied by Field Marshal Sir Henry 
Wilson, will meet M. Millerand, the 
French premier, and Marshal Foch 
Sunday, either at Folkestone or 
Boulogne, to decide upon the fu- 
ture course of events. 

After. a cabinet council today, 
held to consider the answer of the 
soviet government to the British 
representations, sent through M. 
Kameneff, of the Russian delegation 
and which was regarded on the 
whole as conciliatory, Lloyd-Geor 
and Andrew Bonar Law, lord privy 
seal,. were. in conference with M. 
Kameneff and M. Krassin, another 
soviet representative, for more than 
five hours at the premier's official 
resideamce in Downing street. 

Russ Advance Must Stop. 

The entire situation was exhaus- 
tively reviewed and the govern- 
ment’s view communicated to the 
Russians. Especial emphasis was 
laid on the necessity for stemming 
the advance of the red army into 
Poland proper. As a result of the 
conference M. Kameneff will now 
be in a position to enna ioe 
with Moscow and get the sovie 
governments answer by Sunday, 
when it can be considered by the 
allied canference and decisions 
taken which will be communicated | 
to the house of commons Monday, 
as already has been promised by 
Mr. Lloyd-George. | 

It is believed that if France is 
willing Mr. Lloyd-George will agree 
to peace being negotiated direct by 
Poland and Russia. It is generally 
granted that in accordance with the 
practice of previous wars Russia is 
not called upon to suspend opera- 
tions until an armistice is signed. 
The Polish delegates to the bolshe- 
vik conference were expected to ar- 
rive in Minsk today and begin ne- 
gotiations. 

Warsaw dispatches claim that the 
bolshevik offensive on the River 
Bug have been arrested. It is clear 
that the Poles are putting up bitter 
resistance. 

The British labor party is taking 
a strong stand in the matter of the 
Polish-Russian situation with a 
view to arousing the country against 
war. with Russia. 

A manifesto issued by prominent 
laborites and signed by Henderson, 
Bowerman. Clines and other names 
also as well knowh, warns the Brit- 
ish government that labor in Great 
Britian will refusé to Support a war 
for the benefit of\ Poland, and ac- 
cuses the “war party” of desiring 
to precipitate stich a conflict.

Other- 
wise, it would seem that the. gov- 
ernor would have no choice except 
to veto the appropriation bills which 
are admittedly greatly in excess of 
the anticipated revenue. 

Acting on a minority report sub- 
mitted at the morning session, sign- 
e4 by Representatives Kyle Al- 
friend, C. C. Richardson and R. -L. 
Dickey, the house at the afternoon 
session, on motion of Mr. Carswell, 
of Wilkinson, by a vote of.more 
than two to one, decided to disagree 
to the report of the committee on 
the University of Georgia, adverse 
to the passage of the Elders-Dorris 
Senate bill, repealing the act of 
1910, known as the trustees’ act. 
in so far as the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college is concerned. 

‘Blocked Legislation Threatened. 

The rules committee had. in the 
interval between the sessions, voted 
to put the bill up for the purpose 
of disagreeing to the committee re- 
port. The measure was read the 
second time and will, in all proba- 
bility, be placed on the calendar 
for passage along with other senate 
bills next week. Some of the ad- 
vocates of the Georgia Norm?! and 
Industrial school had gone so far 
as to threaten to block al) other 
legislation to the close of the ses- 
sion unless this course was taken. 
The pressure brought to bear 
proved too strong for the rules com- 
mittee, which naturally did not 
wish to accept responsibility for 
biocking legislation.

Dayton, Ohio, August 6.—Governor 
Cox will catry to the country in 
a few days, on speaking ours con- 
tinuing until November, the demo- 
cratic gospel he will outline here 
tomorrow in accepting his p@grty’s 
presidential nomination. 

The governor announced, after 
conferences late today with party 
managers concerning tomorrow's” 
notification ceremony, that he would 
speak throughout the middle and 
eas states until September 1, 
and then tour the entire west, in- 
cluding the Pacific coast. 

“We feel that we can win,” he 
said, “‘wherever folks are and whére 
the case can be stated. State Mnes 
don’t amount to much.” : 

The nominee’s speaking plans 
were arranged with George White, 
chairman of the democratic nation- 
al committee, and Senator Harri- 
son, of Mississippi, head of the 
speakers’ bureau, in perfection of 
campaign organization affairs head 
During 
this month no elaborate speaking 
tour will be attempted,. but, numer- 
ous addresses will be made, princi- 
pally in Ohio, West Virginia, Indi- 
ana and the east, the governor stat- 
ed. 


To Speak in New York. 

Among definite addresses fixed 
were those for the Ohio convention 
at Columbus, Atgust 17, and at New 
York city August 28. The latter 
will be at the Gravesend race track, 
at the New York police field day 
Sames and a crowd of 150,000 per- 
sons has been promised. The gOv- 
ernor also has inyifations to speak 
at the Camp Perry, Ohio, rifle 
match, August 12, the West Virginia 
democratic convention at Wheeling, 
August 14, and the Indiat editors’ 
meeting at South Bend, later this 
month. 

Speaking dates in New England 
this month also are under consider- 
ation. The September western trip} 
will be the first general tour for 
Governor Cox, and Senator Har- 
rison said it would cover “all out 
west” to San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, 

Consideration of the campaign or- 
ganization and greeting the hosts 
arriving for tomorrow’s notification 
ceremonies oOverWhelmed Governor 
Cox today. Dayton was filling rap- 
idly wfth throngs expected to fur- 
nish a crowd of 50,000 tomorrow, 
and the city was lavishly decorated. 

Among organization announce- 
ments of Mr. White were selection 
of San Francisco for Pacific coast 
and Rocky mountain headquarters, 
with Senator Key Pittman, of Ne- 
vada, in charge. They will open in 
two weeks, Mr. White said, declar- 
ing the democrats have “good rea- 
son to hope to win” in hath moun- 
tain and coast states. It also was 
announced that Senator Walsh, of 
Montana, on September 1, would 
succeed Senator “Gerry, of Rhode 
Island, as chairman of the demo- 
cratic senatorial campaign. Mr. 
Walsh probably will divide his time 
betwegn New York and Chicago 
headquarters, 

Cox Puts League te Front. 

The league of nations apneared 
the uppermost campaign issue, ac- 
cording to a brief statement by the 
govefnor and in the talks between 
party leaders. 

The governor in a conversation 
said he was fhformed that a -sunt 
of his mail showed 80 to 90 was 
from republicans writing about the 
league. Many ministers, also, he 
said, were urging support for the 
league, and virtually all of the 
ieague correspondence, he said, has 
followed the anti-league pronounce- 


ments of Senator Harding, his re- 
publican opponent. 

No sign was given by the gov- 
ernor. however, of the “important 
insert” to his acceptance address 
which he withheld from advance 
press copies and will give out to- 
mo for publication with the 
main, address. |

That the Georgia Federation of La- 
bor is out afger the “scalp” of Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith was openly assert- 
ed at a meeting of the Non-Parti- 
san League, an organization within 
the federation, here tonight.

McCann, of Savannah, secretary and 
treasurer of the Georgia Federa- 
tion, declared the fight is already 
being madé and will be cqntinued.

Washington, August 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Elimination by 
the government of+the wholesale 
liquor dealer as a means of simpli- 
fying prohibition enforcement ap- 
peared a possibility tonight with 
the announcement by Prohibition 
Commissioner Kramer that the issue 
of wholesale permits in the future 
would be “rigidly restricted.” 

Mr. Kramer declared the whole- 
sale traffic presented the greatest 
problem with which enforcement of- 


‘issued for the next regular calen- 


ficials were confronted. Wholesale 
dealers, he asserted, resorted to 
subterfuges which perplexed gov- 
ernment agents anc which made the 
dry law difficult to enforce.

Squarely backing up the stand 
that the national democratic party 
has taken in its platform with ref- 
erence to foreign relations and

With reference to the league of 
nations, the governor declares that

Scores Obstructionisats. 

“Had our democratic senatora 
presented a solid front with the 
president,” he says, “and endeav- 
ored to have adopted only those 
reservations which were clarifying 
or interpretive, the treaty would 
hawe been ratified months ago. But 
unfortunately some of these sena- 
tors joined forces with their repub- 
lican colleagues, and by voting for 
such destructive and nullifying res- 
ervations as those insisted upon by 
Senator Lodge, of force bill fame,

Attorney William S. Howard, 
counsel for the investigating com-

The Municipal League of Geor-:

The Municipal League of Geor- 
gia is working on the biggest proj- 
ect ever put on foot ‘n Georgia. 
This is the project oi develop- 
ing the waterpowers of Georgia 
and so distributing electric power 
all over the nae that every town 
and village, every factory and farm 
can be supplied with abundant 


electricity to do lighting, heating, 
cooking, and to turn every factory 


wheel in this broad state of ours. 
This sounds big, and it is big, but 
it is going to be an accomplish- 
ment of the next few years. 
Under present fuel conditions, 


South Georgia is exceedingly 
adapted to manufacturing enter- 
prises. We cannot pay freight on 
coal from the distant mines and 
compete with similar factories near 
the mines. And yet this is the sec- 
tion that ought to manufacture the 
cotton that we grow. With abun- 
dant and cheap electric power gen- 
erated at the water power plants, 
there is no reason why Ocilla-can 
not have one, two, or any number 
of cotton mills all around us. 

If there is any one thing that 
makes the average municipal offi- 
cial moan in his sleep it is the 
problem of how to make ends meet 
with their water and light plant. 
With wood getting more and more | 
scarce and -coal unobtainable, the 
problem ‘is to keep the thing going 
till his term of office expires when 
he can unload the burden on other 
shoulders. 

The effect of having an abundant 
supply of cheap electricity on the 
farm can hardly be estimated. How 
it will take the drudgery from the 
tired shoulders of the woman who 
lives in the country. Electricity 
will draw the water, milk the cows 
and do the churning. It will do the 
cooking and then wash the dishes. 
The country woman will do the 
ironing while fanned by the breeze 
from an electric fan. The farm 
machinery will be run by electric 
power. Machinery will.do the work 
and the children can go to school. 
A new era will have dawned on 
the farm. 

Can all this be don@? Certainly. 
It can be done and it will be done. 

There is enough water power 
running to waste in the rivers and 
other streams of the state to fur- 
nish all the power we .can ever 
need. All that is needed is that the 
dams be built, the machinery in- 
stalled and the lines run all over 
the state. 

No single municipality is strong 
enough to do this big thing, but 
with hundreds of municipalities co- 
operating, as is planned by the Mu- 
nicipal League of Georgia, the 
thing is very simple. 

We hope public sentiment will 
get squarely behind this effort and 
that we will all join forces to put 
over the biggest thing that has 
ever been proposed in Georgia.— 
Ocilla (Ga.) Star. 


WATERPOWER IN 
GEORGIA 


The Municipal League of Georgia 
is endeavoring through duly ac- 
credited representatives ,of the 
great majority of municipalities of 
the state, to have passed two bills 
at the present session of the legis- 
lature, which are primarily design- 
ed to protect the public against the 
exploitation of the water power of 
the state.

be much less than that, which is 
developed from private enterprises 
who secure control] of them. 

The idea is to save the water- 
power for the people and not for 
private gain. It is to preserve the 
force that this water will generate 
so that it can be eventually and 
rapidly, utilized in @ way that will 
serve the greatest good for the 
greatest number. Its purpose is 
clean and clear and Georgia should 
recognize it and see that it is car- 
ried out.

At present the private corpora- 
tion engaged in handling public 
utilities have the power to con- 
demn private property and borrow 
unlimited sums of money necessary 
to handle their business, but the 
tate and the municipalities are 
helpless to act without action on 
the part of the legislature. 

You will appreciate the meaning 
of the legislation to the state when 


you recall that Georgia has in her 
streams 2,162,850 undeveloped 
horsepower. This is equivalent to 
21,522,850 tons of coal. 

At the present price of coal this 
undeveloped waterpower is worth 
$215,228 850 per annum, or $95,- 
228,850 more*than the value of 
$120,000,000 placed upon the an- 
nual output of oil in the great 
state of Texas. With the price of 
coal mounting every day, some- 
thing must be done for the relief 
of our people, but if this were not 
true, it. would be inexcusable to con- 
tinue this annual waste. The private 
corporations offer no hope. They 
appeal annually for an increase in 
rates which are already inexcus- 
ably high, to continue to supply the

Russian Reply te Britain. 

Leo Kameneff, of the Russian so- 
viet delegation here, sent Premier 
Lioyd George last night a long com- 
munication giving the soviet gov- 
ernment’s reply to Great Britain’s 
note of Tuesday with regard to the 
delay in the armistice negotiations 
between Russia and Poland. 

-M. Kameneff's statement declarez 
the scviet government never de- 
sired ‘to combine the negotiations 
for an armistice with negotiations 
for peace, but that it dem-nds that 
the terms of the armistice include 
rea-~-nable guarantees which would 
prevent attempts on the part of Po- 
land to use the ~- -iod of the arni- 
stice for the renewal of hostile acts. 

The sole obstacle in the way of 
the beginning of negotiations for 
the suspension of military opera- 


tions, says the note, is jhe absence 
of the Polish delegated, whose re- 
turn is being awaited by the repre- 
Sentatives of the soviet govern- 
ment in order that negotiations may 
be immediately opened. 
The note continues:

recognition of the freedom and in- 
dependence of Poland, and i‘~ ~ii- 
lingness to grant to the Polish state 
wider frontiers than were indicated

Proposed Peace Congress. 
With regard to the proposed Lon- 


don peace conference the note says 
in gubstance that the soviet gov- 
ernment had proposed that the con- 
ference be only with the leading 
powers of the entente, because the 
usefulness of such a conference 
arose from. the, fact that without 
the assistance of the leading powers 
war could not be waged by other 
States against Russia and so the 
peace of Europe would be guaran- 
teed. The Kameneff statement con- 
tinues: 

“We are still of the opinion that 
direct negotiations with Poland for 
peace would serve the interests. both 
of the Russian and Polish peoples.” 

The conference}in London between 
Russia and the leading powers of 
the entente, says the communica- 
tion, “would have for its object the 
regularization of the international 
position of Russia and the settle- 
ment of all outstanding questions 
between her and the allies, for the 
benefit of general peace.”

FATE OF WARSAW 
HANGS IN BALANCE; 
PEOPLE LEAVING 


Warsaw, August 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Plans of foreign 
bureaus to evacuate Warsaw are 
proceeding with a rush. The French, 
British and Austrians have request- 
ed a special train for Friday, while 
the German legation has a special 
train for its empldyees and German 
Subjects at Warsaw, which is ex- 
pected to depart Friday night. 

Banks are making preparations to 
look after the cash in their care, 
while jewelers and other dealers 
in valuables are perfecting their 
arrangements. 

Evacuation of the prisons has al- 
ready begun. One hundred non-po- 
litical prisoners left for Posen to- 
day, and it is expected smaller 
groups will follow them throughout 
the night. Civilians are proceed- 
ing as fast as the railroads can 
accommodate them. Even freight 
cars are brought into use for fami- 
lies with household goods. Trains 
are departing with people riding 
On car tops and others struggling 
for standing room inside.

“People Generally Calm. 

While the population generally is 
calm, there is marked activity 
among housewives, who are pur- 
thasing non-perishable eatables, for 
which there is such a demand that 
prices are already advancing. The 
briskest trade in the g¢ity now is 
in the trunk and grip stores. Crowds 
at the railway stations, most of 
the people bearing brand-new grips 
indicate that Poles are departing 
who have not traveled in years, 
some of them even making their 
first trip of any distance. 

For months Warsaw has been one 
of the most crowded cities in Eu- 
rope and it has been virtually im- 
possible to’secure first-class hotel 
accommodations unless a benus was 
paid. But today few travelers are 
arriving and one can get a room 
in any hotel for the asking. 

Foreigners began quietly evacu- 
ating Warsaw weeks ago, and many 
Poles are now departing. In fact, 
the newspapers are taking the Poles 
to task for leaving the capital on 
one pretext or another. Extra trains 
have been put on the line between 
Wersaw and Danzig. Great queues 
of ticket purchasers stand at the 
Warsaw main line station day and 
night.

The war labor board granted the 
street railway employees a top 
wage of 48 cents per hour. The 
men demanded a top wage of 70 
cents per hour, and the arbitration 
board—Chief of Police Hamilton 
Armstrong, by the way. being the 
third arbitrator selected by the 
representatives of the company and 
the me voted for a top wage of 
58 cents per hour.

The company 
signed a written agreement with 
the mayor of Denver that if they 
received a 6-cent street car fare, 
they would abide by the result of 
the arbitration board. 

No sooner had the award been 
announced than the company de- 
manded a 7-cent fare from the city, 
and being denied this,. they an- 
nounced that on June 1 they would 
arbitrarily cut wages to 48 cents 
per hour. 

The men announced that if this 
was done they would strike, and 
plans were all made for a tie-up on 
June 1. 

The mayor of the city instituted 
the suit for injunction referred to 
above. This prevented the ‘strike, 
The company refused to sign @& 
working agreement with the men. 
The men added to their demand for 
this agreement an increase _ in 
wages to the top wage of 78 cents 
an hour.

In fact, the railroad executives 
figure that it is possible by this 
means to relieve the car shortage 
situation far more speedily than 
by placing orders for double the 
number of cars that would be nec- 
essary to equal the capacity for 
which the new policy provides. 

It is pointed out by the execu- 
tives of railroads operating in this 
territory that the shippers ‘of 
Georgia can materially help them- 
selves, as well as others and the 
whole community, by co-operating 
with the carriers in this movement 
by the prompt unloading and load- 
ing of cars and in making requisi- 
tions for only as many cars as 
they can and will load promptly, 
thus helping to keep the rolling 
stock moving. 

And this is a matter in which it 
is to the interests of ail shippers 
to co-operate. 


HIS SOLDIER SON’S. 

The following letter, written to 
The New York Tribune by the 
father of two boys who followed 
their country’s flag to France, one, 
to return “in spirit” only, tells its 
own story: 


Editor Tribune. Sir: Since the 
days of childhood I have read The 
Tribune. Naturally I am a repub- 
lican; generally in hearty accord 
with your editorial policy. 

I sent two stalwart sons to the 
fighting front to help stamp out the 
war disease that was still inherent 
in imperialism. One will never 
come back except in spirit. He 
died as the other brave thousands 
did, covering their hames and their 
country with undying glory. 

Our poignant grief.was tempered 
and even gladdened by the thought 
that out of their: great sacrifice 
would be born an eternal testimo- 
nial—a league of nations to pre- 
vent, [n so far as possible, a recur- 
rence of,such. vast international 
tragedies. Our grand old party; éx- 
cept for its few bigoted old reac- 
tioharies; has always stood for this. 
»Phese same reactionaries took 
control of the party convention at 
Chicago and gave us a candidate 
who now, with their full approval, 
repudiates this principle in _ toto, 
which their hand-made platform 
precursed. You helped us swallow 
the first bitter dosé by -a wordy 
editorial juggling of words about 
interpretive meanings, etc. 

Now, following the complete re- 
pudiation of a league idea by the 
reactionary candidate, you turn to 
“The Next Great War” because of 
“Wilson's stubborn folly,” etc. Do 
you really mean ‘to swallow the en- 
tire dose without a~ dissent?

The high cost of labor is the main 
factor in near!y all the price raises 
that we encounter. There are rare 
instances when a valid objection 
can be made to any raise of the 
wages of workingmen that their 
circumstances demand. They are 
clearly entitled to something more 
than “a living wage.” That would 
only mean that they could just 
make buckle and tongue meet at 
the end of each month. It means 
nothing beyond actual calculable 
necessaries, nothing to anticipate 
emergencies of aecident, sickness o” 
death, nothing for reasonable vaca- 
tions and recreations, and nothing 
for savings for a rainy day or old 
age. To condemn the laboring 
world of this country to such a rag- 
ged-edged regimen would be un- 
American, un-Christian and semi- 
barbarous. We havé simply got to 
accept the situation and agree. that 
labor must be adequately paid, no 
mattér what the rest of the people 
must pay in higher prices to insure 
higher efficiency and full produc- 
tion. 

Also there is the high cost of 
loafing. Every idle able-bodied 
man is a tax upon the industrious, 
and his lost motion adds percentage 
to the price of what all of us—he 
and we—consume. If the,’ war- 
slacker, deserter, sediticiist and 
fake “conscientious objector” should 
be shut up in rrisen at hard ‘abor 
—and al!) Such ought to be—then 
ine Voluntary loafer, who could 
work and produce, but won't, should 
be legally forced to do both, with 
the addition of stripes and chains, 

Then take into account the high 
cost of laughing. Take a slant any 
day at the number of comic period- 
icals on the newsstands, the funny 
pages that even the most dignified 
dailies feel compelled to print,. and 
then at the long queys of people 
crowding the ticket windéws of the 
vaudeville: and movie shows. It is 
to laugh! What’s the philosophy 
of this omnipresent craving for a 
concatenation of cachinations? Is 
it because the optic nerves connect 
with the risibles and the lachry- 
mals? Is it because hearing or read- 
ing is painful? 
ditory nerves agitate the gray mat- 
ter’ in the skull, evidently the av- 
erage person of this age, being de- 
ficient in brains, just naturally 
takes refuge in the screen and the 


slap-jack acts. ,And all that kind of 
jocular junk costs the people vastly 
beyond a billion dollars every year. 

Lastly, consider the high cost of 
liquor. But nobody should com- 
plain about that. The more illegal 
booze costs the ass who pays the 
price the better in the long run 
for ‘the masses at large. The time 
rapidly approaches when very few 
men, not alcoholically insane, will 
be found willing to pay half a 
week’s wage for a pint of booze. 
Eventually moonshining and boot- 
legging are bound to go the way of 
slave-trading and become as rare 
crimes as horse stealing and coun- 
terfeiting of gold double eagles.

HEALTH TALKS |

ABIDING THE HEAT. 


Infants suffer seriously and in 
many cases fatally from the intense 
heat of suntmer. Many mothers 
keep babies clothed witn hot wool 
shirts and even additional swath- 
ings of woolen bands throughout 
the dogdays—lest the unfortunate 
little ones “take cold”—and if a 
giimmering of common sense does 
prompt the removal of these swel- 
tering garments the saireygamps 
never tail to nip the impulse with 
their dire superstitions. It seems 
strange that while philanthropic or- 
wanizations are spending money to 
provide retreats where infants may 
ve kept cool in the hot mid-sum- 
mer weather, unenlightened mothers 
eferywhere are deliberately striving 
to keep their babies warm in such 
weather. The mounting death rate 
among infants in hot weather lis 
chiefly due to improper keeping and 
preparation of the food, of course, 
but the mere heat contributes much 
toward the sad totals. 

In very hot weather babies should 
have a tepid bath or a cool bath 
every morning and every evening, 
and if possible another in the: mid- 
dle of the day. They should wear 
no stockings, and at night they 
should’ wear only a cotton diaper 
and a cotton nighty. In the heat 
of the day a diaper is plenty of 
clothing fer an infant to wear when 
awake, set off with a happy smile. 

Water in unlimited quantities 
should be given all babies in hot 
weather, and the water should be 
pleasingly cool, not warm. It is 
better to give water from a spoon, 
Or cup, though a Very yeung infant 
may take it from the bottle. No 
fear of giving too much. No fear 
of giving it too often. A healthy 
infant may take water at any time, 
even directly before or after ordi- 
nary feedings, Indeed it is. often 
advisable to dilute the baby’s food 
with pure water for a few days in 
extremely warm weather. 

Children running about should be 
permitted to go barefoot, north of 
Mason's and Dixon's line, and bélow 
the line they should wear shoes, 
not sandals, to prevent “ground 
itch” or “due itch” or “tog itech,” 
which is the skin trouble produced 
by the inVasion of the system by 
hopkworm larvae. Aside from the 
chance of hookworm infestation in 
regions where the ground is poljut- 
ed, every possible argument favors 
the very healthful habit of going 
barefoot. 

Adults abide the heat better if 
they put in at least a few minutes 
of strenuous exercise each day, 
enough to bring on free perspira- 
tion. Clothing should not only be 
light in weight and color, but it 
should be loose. Anything tight, 
sugh as a belt, neckband, shoes or 
Barters, will increase discomfort 
from the heat. 

The diet has much to do with 
heat endurance. In hot 
most people have a natural répug- 
nance to fats. But too many in- 
dulge freely in foods rich in pro- 
tein material, and protein, even 
more than fat, excites metabolism 
and produces much useless . heat. 
Therefore the diet for one who suf- 
fers with summer heat should be 
largely carbohydrates—fresh fruits, 
vegetables, greens, salads, relishes 
—and a minimum of meat, egg, 
beans, peas, nuts and other foods 
rich in protein matérial. Contrary 
to the common notion. i 
drates are fully as sustaining and 
give a worker as much efergy as 
meat.

Terrific A rraignment of Hardwick — 
‘Made by Colonel Corbett of Lyons} 


Speaking 
former Attorney General Clifford 
|Walker hefe Thursday at the most 
remarkably demonstrative simon-

The best safe- 
guard during baby’s “second sum- 
mer” is a good baby laxative, but, 
owing to the delicate condition of 
baby’s stomach at this time, great 
care should be used not to give 
strong, irritating drugs that cause 
inflammation, such as the castor 
reparations.

After hearing from friends and 
opponents of the Arnold income tax 
bill yesterday afternoon, the sen- 
ate constitutional amendments com- 
mittee,.on motion of Senator Bow- 
don, decided to postpone considera- 
tion of the matter until Monday aft- 
ernoon at 3 o’clock. Senator Bow- 
den, who favors the bill, sought a 
postponement on the ground that 
the matter was too important for 
hasty action. The motion to post- 
pne was carried by a vote of $ to 4. 

Tax Commissioner Henry J. Full- 
bright opened the argument for the 
bill. He dectared that the burden 
of taxation was now falling upon 
real estate because all efforts to 
reach so-called invisible property 


had failed. He added that it would | 
require a constitutional amendment | 


to do that. He favored the income 
tax as the fairest method of taxa- 
tion, because, he said, it was the 
only method ever devised by which 
the taxpayer was prevented from 
transferring the load to the shoul- 
ders of somebody else. 


Manufacturers Oppose. 

R. 8. Parker, representing the 
Georgia Manufacturers’ association, 
opposed the bill. He said that the 
manufacturers were already paying 


an income tax to the federal gov- 
ernment which strained their abil- 
ity to pay. They were paying ad 
valorem taxes to the state, county 
and city governments. 


valorem tax already levied would 
be a glaring example of double 
taxation, he said. 

Haynes McFadden, speaking for 
the bankers of the state, said that 
they objected to the bill because 
it was without any definite or pre- 
determined limit. Unlimite@ au- 
thority to the legislature to levy an 
income tax would be out of order 
at this time, they felt, as the ¢ax 
would be piled on top of an already 
burdensome federal income tax, 
They thought that the old and tried 
ad yalorem system provided in the 
state constitution should be ad- 
here to. 

Representative Zach Arnold, of 
Clay, author of tie house bill, ap- 
peared as the last speaker for the 
bill. He said that he expected Mr. 
Parker and Mr. McFadden to op- 
pose it. He knew that any propo- 
sition to raise taxes would meet 
with opposition from the organiza- 
tions which they represented. He 
favored an income tax because it 
was a fairer method of taxation 
than the ad valorem system, which 
placed 53 per cent of the burden on 
land owners and only 6.23 per cent 
on the holders of invisible property. 


“Have Been Prosperous.” 

He declared that every effort to 
pass a law to bring notes, mort- 
Sages, stocks and bonds on the tax 
books was defeated by the people 
whom Mr. McFadden represented. 
He said that so far from going 
into bankruptcy, the bankers and 
manufacturers of Georgia were 
more prosperous than ever before, 
notwithstanding their complaint 
about ‘the federal income tax bur- 
den. If the federal government 
could get $33,000,000 out- of the 
state in income tax in one year 
without affecting the prosperity of 
the persons taxed, he was quite sure 
the state could raise $3,000,000 with 
out hurting anybody. 

His final appeal was that the in- 
come tax was an absolute necessity 
if the state were to pay the $900,- 
000 additional appropriations al- 
ready passed up by the house. 
| There was no other way of provid- 
ing this money which had to be 
raised to prevent the state institu- 
tions from closing. 

The committee will hold another 
meeting at 9 o’clock Saturday 
morning to pass on the bills for 
state operation and control of wa- 
ter powers, otherwise known as the 
municipal league bills.

ABOUT COTTON LOANS 


Washington, August 6.—The fed- 
eral reserve board has not advised 
member banks as to what loans 
they should make against this 
year’s cotton crop, Governor Har- 
ding declared today in a letter to 
the department of agriculture. 

The letter was written in answer 
to reports reaching the department 
that, “due to an existing financial 
stringency, stocks of cotton were 
being forced on the market at 
sacrifices in prices.’’ Such actiow, 
the department intimated, had been 
prompted through “a ruling or oth- 
er form of instruction from the 
federal reserve board, which limit- 
ed loans on cotton to that only 
which was in process of shipment.” 

In answer to this, Governor Har- 
ding explained that congress had 
been requested early in the year to 
amend the existing statutes which 
originally restricted loans to indi- 
viduals by national banks in excess 
of 10 per cent of the bank’s capital 
and surplus. 

“Congress acted upon the sug- 
gestion of the board,’ Governor Har- 
ding wrote. “The amended statute 
now provides that for a period of 
six months out of any consecutive 
twelve months .a national bank may 
lend to an individual, firm or cor- 
poration up to 25 per cent of its 
capital and surplus where the ex- 
cess of 10 per’ e¢ent is secured by 
warehouse receipts.” 

Commenting on: the accumulation 
of low-grade cotton, Senator Har- 
ding’s letter stated that this was 
due partially to difficulty in mak- 
ing financial arrangements neces- 
sary to sell it to the mills In cen- 
tral Europe, adding that “member 
banks in the south no doubt feel 
reluctant to carry too large a vol- 
ume of loans on collateral which Is 
not readily salable.”

Washington, -August 6.—During 
the week ended July 16 there were 


127,485 cars of commercial freight. 
an inerease .of.10,762 cars over the 
loading: for the same week |. last 
year, and n_ incrgase ef 3,981 ‘cars, 
over’ the same week if July, 1918; 
when every possible effort was be- 
ing made to rush war materials to 
France. These figures are taken 
from the records of the commis- 
sion on car service to which re- 
ports are made by all the large 
railways. 

During the three weeks ended 
July 16 the records of the com- 
mission show that there were load- 
ed on the railways of the south 
$50,962 cars of commercial freight 
as against 333,937 cars during the 
Same period last year, and 352,183 
cars during the same period of 1918. 

On the railways of the ‘entire 
country there were loaded during 
the three weeks ended July 16 2.- 
621,263 cars, as against 2,455,364 
during the same period last year 
and 2,722,562 during the samé pe- 


riod of 1918.

Cotton Market Gossip | 


New York, August 6.—The cotton 
market has remained extremely 
nervous and unsettled during the 
past week, but. after breaking into 
new low ground, prices recovered 
part of their losses. The govern- 
ment report published on Monday 
was a shade under expectations, if 
anything, and had evidently been 
pretty fully discounted. The first 
rallies which followed its publica- 
tion met increased offerings, owing 
that to reports that there had been 
a further improvement in erop con- 
dition since the official data were 
gathered, and doubt ag to the ability 
of the south to finance both contin- 
ved old crop holdings and approach- 
ing crop receipts. 

The latter was doubtless due in 
some measure to the reported dif- 
ficulties of compress or ware- 
housing enterprises in Georgta, 
while sellers also found encourage- 
ment in the weakness of foreign ex- 
change. unsettling European politi- 
cal news and the continued eee 
sion of the domestic goods trade. 
It appeared, however, that the de- 
cline in futures was not being fully 
followed by southern spot markets 
and toward the end of the week it 
was reported that the federa) re-

serve board would give all reasona- 
bie aid for an orderly marketing of 
the new crop. This led to urgent 
buying by October shorts, while 
there was also covering in later 
months on an apprehension that 
there might he. crop scares or other 
bullish developments which would 


find the market in a strong tech- | 


nical position. 

October contracts which had sold 
as low as 30.50 early in the week 
touched 32.60 during the day’s trad- 
ing. but advances in later deliver- 
les were much less pronounced, and 
:ocal brokers said the buying re- 
sulted more from nervousness 
among the shorts than anything 
revival of bullish confidence. No 
improvement has en reported in 
the domestic good market, but; 
Manchester has shown a more cheer- 
ful tene with a better demand from 
India. The New Orleans statement, 
showing a decrease of about one 
million bales In the world’s carry-. 
over of American cotton was con- 
sidered, just about offset by the in- 
erease In the crop indication which 
the xovernment placed at 12,519,000 
bales, as compared with last year's 
production of 11,329,900.

CORPS AREAS REPLACE 
ARMY DEPARTMENTS 


Washington, August 6-—An or- 
der abolishing the six depart- 
ments of the army and establishing 
nine corps areas 3s provided in the 
army reorganization act, has been 
prepared in the war department and 
is awaiting the approval of Sec- 
retary Baker. 

The departments which would be 
abolished are the northeastern, Bos- 
ton, Major General Edwards com- 
manding; eastern, Governor's 
Island, N, -Y., Major General Bul- 
lard, commanding; central, Chicago, 
Major General Leonard Wood com- 
marding; western, San Francisco, 
Major General Liggett command- 
ing; southern, Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, Major General Dickman, 
commanding, and the southeastern, 
Charleston, S. C., Major General 
Morrison commanding. 

The geographical boundaries of 
the nine’ corps areas have not yet 
been announged. Each area would 
be under a major general, as are 
the present army departments of 
the country, and there would be 
located in each four divisions. Two 
of these would be reserve Fhe: 
zations which would exist largely 
on paper and would be called only 
in case of a national emergency. 
One division would be of regular

troops and the fourth of nationai 
guard. 

Neither the regular nor national 
guard division would be at full war 
strength, but under plans now 
ing prepared they could be recruit- 
ed to that strength when the ne- 
cessity arose. A full quota of or- 
ficers drawn from the officers’ re- 
serve corps would be available for 
these divisions at all times.
